A Circus Man’s Reminiscences 


By RICHARD HEMMING 


WAY back in 1841, in a theatre in 

London, one evening, a little boy 

about six years old appeared in the 

eharacter of Cupid in a then popu- 

lar pantomime and spectacular pro- 
duction, attracting universal admiration by his 
beauty, grace and agility. 

Between 1841 and 1908 is a far ery. What a 
vast sum of human experience, what a varied 
sensational and remarkable career may be tin- 
cluded in a stretch of 67 years—nearly three- 
quarters of a century. In that time much hu- 
man history has been made. Dynasties have 
come and gone, kingdoms have crumbled, em- 
pires have risen and the map of the world has 
been frequently changed. 

Ameng the careers of showmen, a notable one 
is certainly that of Richard Hemmings, now 
living quietly and unostentatiously and happily 
in his own home in Philadelphia with the wife 
of his youtb, surrounded by his devoted family, 
respected by all who know him, and a valued 
member of Philadelphia Lodge of Elks No. 2. 

The latter generation of show people and 
livers of show people may not recognize the 
name of Hemmings, but there be those among 
the older members of the amusement profes- 
sion, both in this country and in Europe, and 
among the older people now living who, many 
years ago, enjoyed the circus, the pantomime, 
the spectacular, and the extravaganza, to whom 
the name of Hemmings is very familiar. 

Many people will remember those days long 
ago when the Gardner & Hemmings Shows and 
the Gardner-Hemmings-Cooper Shows made an- 
nual tours. Those were the days of the old- 
time wagon show, of the one ring circus and 
the menagerie adjunct when. as many people 
claim, it was a great deal more pleasure to 
witness a circus performance than it is now 
when simultaneous performances are given in 
three rings and on two stages, thereby con- 
fusing and distracting the beholder. 


In a conversation with Mr. Hemmings the 
other day, I learned many interesting things 
about him, about people with whom he has been 
associated and about events of the past with 
which he has been connected. Alfhough a man 
Seventy-four years of age, Mr. Hemmings re- 
tains much of the vigor of youth, has a reten- 
tive memory, is an entertaining conversational- 
ist, and it is a pleasure to talk with him. 
Mr. Hemmings comes of a family of show peo- 
ple. He was a member of the famous Hem- 
mings family of acrobats that created such a 
sensation in England three-quarters of a cen- 
tury ago, so astonishing the public by the de- 
mand among circuses, but they were even en- 
gaged to appear between acts as a special fea- 
tnre in great dramatic, operatic and spectacu- 


treal. has been promoted to the position of 


lar productions. So that this explodes the state- 
ment that the custom of introducing vaude 


ville features between the acts of a drama or 
other production is an invention of latter days. 

“Yes,” sald Mr. Hemmings, “I was prac 
y raised behind the scenes. My father 
Was an actor and traveled fer years with Ed 
mund Kean, the great trage*dian. My uncle 
used to bring me into the dressing room In long 
dresses, and when I was stil? in long dresses 
I appeared in the pantomime of The Old Woman 
In the Shoe. 

“When I became old enough to do acrobatic 
stunts, which was at a very tender age, my 
father’s brother, of the Hemmings Troupe of 
Acrobats, adopted me, and 1 traveled with them 
until 1849, when my uncle fell a victim in 4 
epidemic of cholera."’ 

The Hemmings Troupe of Acrobats made a 
great hit in their duplication of what Is known 
as the “‘Rizley’’ act. This act was introduced 
in England by D. Rizley and his company of 
American performers, and the Hemmings Troupe 
adopted the act. 

Mr. Hemmings exhibits many old cireus bill* 
and theatrical programs of performances giver 
away back in the 40's in England, not only in 
London, but In the provinces as well, at which 
the ‘“‘Hemmings Troupe’’ or ‘‘Professor Hem 
mings and his sons’ are billed to appear. It 
seems from these bills that the art of adver 
tising, then practically unknown in commercial 
circles, was pretty well advanced so far as the 
circus business was concerned. The papers alse 
gave press notices then as now. 

Here is one from a London paper: ‘That 
which seems to excite the most astonishment 
and to draw out the loudest cheers was the 
inimitable entertainment a la Rizley of Prof. 
Hemmings and his infant. The little boy seems 
already to have acquired such agility and flex 
ibility of muscle as to be able to twist and 
turn his body into all possible shapes. He |* 
really a most promising child and will doubt 
less one day be one of the most expert per 
formers In the rings. Some of his other ac 
quirements are throwing somersaults." The 
“little boy’’ referred to was Mr. Hemmings. 


Mr. Hemmings has another bill of a perform 
ance given at the Royal Gardens at Foxhall, 
under the direction of Robert Wordell, where 
Professor Hemmings and his infant sons were 
a feature, and on this bill appeared also Jubs, 
who was then touring England with the Pelham 
Troupe of American Minstrels.

It consists of a young girl and two 
brothers and the scenes of the play are laid 
in a mining town, the plot revolving round the 
mine, in which the characters are interested. 
The play is said to offer fine parts for a young 
actor and actress and the story is significantly 
described as a clean one. Miss Fanny Ward has 
some other plays in her possession, namely, 
Polly of the Cireus and a one act play by Miss 
Margaret Mayo derived from Under Two Flags. 

Amidst a dreamland of Danube-watered val- 
leys and snow-clad Carpathians—the illusion 
broken only here and there by a vision of the 
tips of chimney-tops beyond the glaciers—a 
joyous company wandered in the sunshine of 
yesterday to the mingled accompaniment of the 
twittering of sparrows, the roar of Hons, the 
playing of the Merry Widow waltz by an ad 
mirable orchestra, and the whistling of the West 
Kensington railway engines. 

The oceasion was the “private view'’ of the 
coming Hungarian Exhibition at Earl's Court, 
to be opened to the general public tomorrow. As 
yet. so far as the general aspect of the familiar 
pavilions and gardens was concerned, the paint- 
ers, the carpenters, the stallholders, the bill- 
posters, and so forth, bad not put their finishing 


touches. But a little guesswork enabled one to 
imagine that this year’s Earl’s Court exhibi- 
tion will, indeed, prove one of the prettiest, 
gayest, and most fairylike cities of pleasure 


that have as yet found themselves upon those 
oft-transfigured acres. 


As might be supposed, nothing could lend 
itself better to Earl's Court's scenic magic than 
the beauties of Hungary, to which this year’s 
exhibition is to be devoted. Even the peren- 
nial “‘side shows’’ of Earl's Court find Hungary 
an appropriate locale. Thus the water-chute 
descends from the mountain-side just as it 
might into one of those mountain-lakes or ‘‘eyes 
of the sea’ for which the Carpathians are 
famous. So, too, Earl's Court's summer throngs 
will duly “‘switch-back"’ along the banks of 
the beautiful blue Danube, while the subter- 
ranean river will this year be transformed into 
a realistic representation of the actual Dobsina 
ice-caverns, which are amoung the wonders of the 
Hungarian Tatra. 

Not quite so Hungarian, however, will be the 
great spectacle of this year—namely, The Jungle 
—which is nothing else than Mr. Frank Bos 
tock’s famous menagerie, housed amid palms and 
other picturesque environment, in the Empress 
Hall. This—with its lions, tigers, laughing 
hyenas. seals, alligators, leopards, bears, camels. 
elephants, wolves, monkeys, kangaroos, and what 
not—was duly and fully on view yesterday. The 
animals seemed to have already made up their 
minds to settle down in their new surroundings— 
in one case a big lion and a little dog sharing 
a cage quite amicably. Frankly, the cages 
Seemed remarkably small for purposes of exer- 
cise—there was hardly space to turn around 
in some of them—but it was understood there 
was plenty of room for a constitutional in cor- 
ridors behind. 


Hard by is the Arena, where a few of the 
animals will perform daily. They themselves, 
however, will not be entirely without amuse- 
iment, for in the midst of The Jungle is a sort 
of skating ring, where human visitors may in- 
guige in a new and vigorous delight known as 
“turtling.’’ The ‘‘turtles’’ or rather ‘‘mock- 
turtles,’’ are on three small wheels, and the 
“tartler’ has to stand on the ‘‘turtles’’ back 
and propel himself or herself by swaying both 
legs and thinking hard. Some venturesome 
spirits tried their feet at the new sport yester- 
day. and the neighboring seals stood. on their 
flippers and barked with laughter. 

Another great innovation of this year is the 
Hungarian dancing saloon, to be open nightly 
free to all. Here, upon a capital floor, to the 
Strains of a Hungarian Gipsy Orchestra, the 
youth and beauty of Cockneydom may whirl in 
waltz and polka or Hungarian reel as the case 
may be. As this is the first dancing saloon 
of its kind to be opened in London since Cre- 
morne, it will be interesting to see how the 
Earl’s Court public ‘‘take the floor’? on Satur- 
day. The saloon is certainly most prettily deco- 
rated in the style of the Trianon summer houses,

A NEW AND EQUITABLE COPY- 
RIGHT BILL INTRODUCED. 


A new copyright bill H. R. 21984. known 
as the Sulzer bill, and prepared by the Hon. 
William E. Sulzer, congressman from New

Congressman Sulzer, failing to have his bill 
reported from the committee at this session, 
had it introduced into the House with the in- 
dersement of Congressman Barchfield, of Penn- 
sylvania, the author of the Barchfield bill. Con- 
gressman Barchfield, in the hope of reaching a 
satisfactory solution of the copyright tangle, 
is quite willing to have the Sulzer bill retained 
in place of his own, as it contains all the prin- 
cipal features of his bill as well as the four 
other bills introduced, includes the famous par- 
agraph, ‘‘and of the Barchfield bill,’’ which pro-

To obviate any chance of monopoly conten- 
tion, Congressman Sulzer has also added a new 
section to this bill, covering a compulsory li- 
cense and a stipulated royalty, but providing 
that should the compulsory license be declared 
unconstitutional, the elimination of that para- 
graph from the bill will not effect the other 
sections of the bill, but will give the author 
proper protection. ; 

There is a question as to the constitutional- 
ity of the compulsory license, which the new 
bill seeks to compromise as far as possible, at 
the same time protecting the authors and com- 
posers. Without “‘Paragraph E,"’ the interests 
of the author and composer are endangered, for 
should the compulsory license be declared un- 
constitutional, they will be absolutely where 
they are to-day—unprotected as to their me- 
chanical rights, and they will be compelled to 
remain so probably for five years again, while 
a test case is fought out through the courts to 
the highest tribunal, as was the famous White- 
Smith vs. Apollo litigation. 

During this time it will be impossible for 
the author or composer to agitate or create new 
legislation. and for this period they will lose 
their royalty absolutely. All this will happen if 
Paragraph E is omitted. On the other hand, 
if it will remain undisturbed and the compul- 
sory license clause, which the authors, compos- 
ers and publishers have conceded is declared 
unconstitutional, the author will bave retained 
his exclusive rights and protection during the 
entire period of litigation, and will get his roy- 
alties just the same.

in response to the clamor of the audience, he 
repeated Love Me and the World is Mine.

CIRCUS MAN’S REMINISCENCES 


(Continued from page 10.) 


Hemmings and his son will appear on the bal- 
let stage as follows: They will go through their 
extraordinary feats of strength and agility a la 
Rizley. They will perform some of the most 
wonderful feats ever witnessed. Professor Hem- 
mings lying on his back and throwing the chil- 
dren in the air in somersaults and catching 
them in various positions.’’ 

Now-a-days, it is quite the fad among per- 
formers, especially with leading men and lead- 
ing women with stock and repertoire companies, 
to present thelr photographs to admiring pa- 
trons at receptions. That the custom of these 
presentations Is not peculiar to these latter 
days, is shown in another old bill that Mr. 
Hemmings hes in his serap-book advertising a 
performance tu the Royal Circus October 31st, 
1847 In this bill the following announcement 
is made: “CARD OF NOTICE.—-Professor Hem- 
mings will present. gratis, a lithogravure of 
their act as perforwed by command before her 
most gracious majesty, Queen Victoria, Prince 
Albert, and Her Royal Highness, the Duchess 
of Cambridge and Prince of Hesse. Parties 
wishing to purchase these lithogravures can 
bave the same at a shilling apiece."’ 

That there were enterprising showmen in those 
days as now is illustrated by the following no- 
tice: “Professor Hemmings in feats of gym- 
nase and classical drawing-room entertainment. 
The act will take place in front of the colossal 
giass curtain on a big scale of magnitude and 
splendor, and will form one of the most thrill- 
ing tableaux ever witnessed. The looking-glass 
curtain is in a richly carved frame and is com- 
posed of 1,500 feet of glass of the largest 
plates ever made, and was made by the Royal 
Albion Glass Company for the occasion, and sil- 
vered by Mr. Lehman of New Castle street.’’ 

It is presumed that this is as at a novelty 


as the Crystal Palace itself. e Hemmings 
Brothers appeared at the performance noted 
above in 1847. Mr. Hemmings has a large 


scrap-book literally filled with cirevs bills and 
programs of spectacular and pantomime per- 
formances, and press notices from the newspa- 
pers. These performances were given in the 
40's and early 50’s in England. The scrap- 
book was kept by his uncle who, as aforesaid, 
died of cholera in 1849. 

Continuing, Mr. Hemmings said: ‘I 
learning to ride and also to do the 
when the Rizleys first appeared in England in 
Birmingham. Then the Hemmings Troupe fol- 
lowed the Rizleys in their steps performing this 
act in not only all the theatres in London and 


was

the provinces, but also on the continent, in 
Italy and in Belgium and a month in Paris. 
The Rizley act was a great novelty. We used 


to perform it between the acts in Italian operas 
in Italy and in France.’’ 


After his uncle died, Mr. Hemmings was 
thrown on his own resources—he was then about 
fifteen. ‘I found it very hard to get along,"’ 
said Mr. Hemmings, ‘‘as we were not acknowl- 
edged performers until twenty-one years of age. 
I went up to London and had an interview with 
a man named Batty, who was then manager of 
Astley’s Theatre in London. In those days It 
was customary to aprentice boys and girls in 
the show business as in any other trade. This 
was customary also, I believe, with American 
circuses. Anyway 1 was apprenticed to Batty, 
and at the World's Fair in London, 1851, I did 
a principal riding act. 

“Batty was in partnership with a man in a 
hic undertaking called the Hippodrome, in the 
vicinity of the Crystal Palace. The grand en- 
try was called The Cloth of Gold. For awhile 
1 worked at both places as did many of the 
other people, appearing in the afternoon in the 
Hippodrome and at the Theatre in the evening. 
1 remember my brother and I appeared in a 
big spectacle at Astley’s Theatre entitled St 
George and the Dragon. In 1853 we did eques- 


trian work at the Rosemary Branch Gardens at 
Islington, which was destroyed by fire. We 
lost everything we had, horses, costumes and 
all I was now absolutely penniless. I then 
went with Mlle. McCarty’s Company for two 
seasons In England. This was a circus under 
canvas During the winter I played in the 


theatres. In the spring I joined Spence Stokes, 
then a noted showman. He had a big card with 


him in the person of Ella Zoara, who was a 
great principal circus rider, and also a female 
impersonator. His make-up was realiy won 


derful and he performed his act with this make 
np with such success that no one ever suspect 
ed him of being a man. His sex was kept a 


secret and he created a great sensation on the 
Continent Ife was introduced into the various 
courts of Europe, and titled noblemen went 
wild over him and made him costly presents 
It was about this time that the matting ring 
was introduced, thus revolutionizing the circus 
exhibitions on an Interlor stage. After this, I 
worked with Pablo Pranques’ Circus. Wallett. 
the famous clown and veen’s Jester, Wayed 
clown to my principal act 

“About this time, Mr. Smith, of London, 
bought a cireus—it was during the Crimean 
War—with the intention of introducing military 


evolutions on the stage as soon as the siege 
of Sebastopol was over, but the siege was so 
long continued that he had to send the company 
on the road. You see in those days circus ac 
tors were engaged all the year around In the 
summer we played under canvas and in cold 
Weather we played in London and in the larger 
cities of the provinces in buildings

In 1855, Mr. Hemmings met a man by the 
hame of James Amandez, in London. He was 
from Aemrica and was playing an engagement 
in London, He persaaded Mr. Hemmings to go 
to America with him, and George Reilly, the 
vaulter and juggler on horse back. They sailed 
on the steamer Ericsson, of the Collins Line, 
running between Liverpool and New York. The 
captain was Captain Eriesson, the inventor of 
the famous Monitor, which later fought a battle 


with the Merrimac. Mr. Hemmings remem- 
bers {ft as an extremely rough voyage. On the 
trip the steamer carried the first big invoice 


down to} 


of canary birds ever brought to this country. 
hey were shipped to the old animal dealer 
Richy, in New York. The weather was so bad 
coming over that these birds died by the score, 
so that in order to realize enough on what was 
left to break even on the order, Richy, after 
getting the birds into New York, shipped them 
to California, where he got $5 apiece for them. 
Richy was a well-known animal dealer in those 
days, having a place on the Bowery and one at 
Hoboken, and Frank Thompson, who was con- 
nected with the Cincinnati Zoological Gardens 
in their infancy, was for a long time an agent 
in Africa for Richy. 

Mr. Hemmings, in undertaking the trip to 
America, was like the children of Israel when 
they set out from Egypt for the promised land. 
He expected that America .would be a land 
flowing with milk and honey; in other words, he 
expected to find plenty of work, but he was dis- 
appointed. It was in the winter when he ar- 
rived in America and he found out that circuses 
were different here from those in England. In 
England a circus performer could work all the 
year round, but here there was only work for 
bim in the summer time under canvas. There 
was only one winter circus and that was Gen 
eral Welsh’s Amphitheatre in Chestnut street, 
Philadelphia, and if you could not get booked 
at this place you had to lie idle until the fol 
lowing summer. 

Mr. Hemmings stayed in New York a week 
and met an old friend by the name of Shirinni, 
an Italian equestrian, who had been his tutor 
at Astley’s Circus in London. After trying to 
secure a date at Barnum’s for his tight rope 
act, and getting turned down by the manager 
because he asked for $50 per week, he arranged 
to go to Cuba with Shirinni and they worked at 
Havana at the Plaza De Tauras in a circus, 
for about two weeks; then a Spanish officer 


Gardner was there because his son pad run off 
and got married without his knowledge and 
consent and he came there to investigate. This 
son of Dan Gardner was the same Bill Gardner 
who was the advertising agent for the Barnum 


& Bailey Show recently. and who died soon 
after the death of James Bailey, the millionaire 
circus owner. 

Dan Gardner bad been out with a company 
and had not received his salary, having the 
same experience as Hemmings. “Well, we 


talked over our prospects,”’ 


said Mr. Hemmings. 
“I told Dan I was 


thinking of taking a trip 
back to England. but Dan said that as my 
father and mother were both dead, there ‘vas 
no reason why I should return to England, and 
I saw the-wisdom of his advice and stayed in 
America. Dan proposed that, om account of 
both of us having had the unpleasant experience 
of not receiving our salaries on several occa- 
sions, we frame up for ourselves, and this was 
the beginning of the partnership between Gard- 
ner and Hemmings 

“There was a place in Philadelphia knewn as 
Camac’s Wools. It was used as a pasture. We 
lookeed it over and thought it would be a good 
place for a show. We went to see the owner, 
who had turned it into a sort of a driving park, 
and made a proposition to him to give per- 
formances in the open for the purpose of attract- 
ing crowds to the place. We made a _ proposi- 
tion to bim to give performances for $100 per 
day, furnishing five people, horses and all nec- 


essary properties. The man had a bar on the 
grounds and he recognized the fact that this 
Was a very good proposition, so he closed the 


deal with us. The show was given by Gardner 
and his family, together with myself, making 
five people. An advertising man was engaged 
and a free exhibition at Camac’s Woods on the 


line of the old 10th and .ith streets railway, 
was advertised for the following Monday. Well,

business Cars were packed from the day in 
April, when we opened. until the Fourth of 
July, when we had 35,000 people on the grounds; 
but the Fourth was our “Waterloo. The Vol- 
unteer Fire Companies were out there and they 


became involved in a fight The papers came 
out next day with big headlines: “The Riot At 
Camac’s Woods." This was the death knell of 


this place as a resort After this we gave our 
exhibitions in various places around Philadel- 
phia. We were at Gloucester for several weeks. 
We gave the first show ever held under can- 
vas at Atlantic City This was in 1860, and 
this is where Bill Gardner had his first experi 
ence in advertising a show. He joined the show 
in Atlantic City and did his first advertising 


for Gardner & Hemmings Our engagement 
in Atlantic City was a disastrous one. big 
storm came up and broke up the show. Ww 


then returned to Philadelphia.”* 

After this Mr. Hemmings again went to Cuba. 
He remembers that at one performance in Cuba 
during the visit of the Emperor Maximilian 
which was a benefit for the Spanish soldiers 
who took part in the Morocco War, the receipt« 
were over $9.000 

While in Cuba on this last trip he was in 
correspondence with his old partner, Dan Gard 
ner, and in the winter of 1861 they opened at

Gilmore's place on Walnut street, under the 
name of Gardner, Hemmings and Madigan for 
a five weeks’ run. Mr. emmings remembers 
that one of their special features in this en- 
gagement was Blondin, the high-wire artist. 
who walked over Niagara Falls. He proved 
to be a great card during this engagement. Af- 
ter the engagement in Philadelphia, they went 
4 Baltimore and played at the old Front Street 
eatre. 


It was about this time that the war broke 


out and that injured the circus business and 
their tour, like those of other companies, met 
with disaster. A great many circus and theat- 


rical companies broke up on account of the war. 

In the winter of 1862 they came back to Phil- 
adelphia, and John O’Brien was made a silent 
partner. Desiring to get started making money 
as soon as possible, they conceived the idea of 
putting on a circus in Washington on account 
of the bange pumber of people congregated there 
because of the war. A man dy the name of 
Grove, who had a theatre in Washington, came 
on to Philadelphia to open negotiations to put 
the show on in Washington on a percentage 
basis, and a deal was closed with him. 


They had great difficulty in getting their 
stuff to Washington. They could hardly get it 
shipped, either by boat or by rail. They opened 


in Washington, where the market is now, un- 
der a 120-foot round top, and did a fine business 
under the name of Gardner & Hemmings. 

After opening there, a man by the name of 
James Nixon, started an opposition circus in a 
building In the main square, featuring Cubaus, 
the wonderful Spanish dancer. ‘‘Desiring to get 
something sensational to compete with the 
Spanish dancer, we went to New York and ar 
ranged with Barnum to bring down the Albinos, 
Tom Thumb and Commodore Nutt. Nixon had 
an advertising agent who was so injudicious ip 
his writing as to brand P. T. Barnum as a 
humbug. arnum saw the paper containing the 
slanderous article and came down to Washing 
ton in high dudgeon. Bill Gardner was our 
advertising man and Barnum told him to find 
the best newspaper man in town. Gardner did 
so, Barnum engaged him and the result wae 
that the next day the newspapers were filled 
with articles attacking Nixon, which had the 
effect of putting a stop to his blackmailing 
methods. 

After the Washington engagement they played 
Alexandria, Va., for one week, and then went 
en tour. The returned to Philadelphia the fol- 
lowing winter and opened at the old National. 
Theatre on Market street. They did a good 
business all winter 
the Van Amburg Show, under the name of 
Gardner & Hemminvs. This gave them twelve 
cages of animals besides elephants and camels. 
The show was advertised as the Gardner & Hem- 
mings Show and Van Amburg Menagerie. Al- 
though they paid the Van Amburg people a 
big percentage, they made money on the sea- 
son. 

In 1865 the company was run as the Gardner, 
Hemmings & Cooper Show, James Cooper coming 
into the partnership in 1866. They hired the 
Van Amburg Menagerie and exhibited it with 
the circus. In 165 they hired Dan Rice as a 
special feature at a salary of $1,000 a week. 

In the fall of 1867, Dan Gardner sold his 
interests in the show. . and in 1868 Mr. Whitney 
bought an interest in the show. These three 
partners ran the show through the seasons of 
1868, "69 and ‘70. In the fall of 1870 Mr. 
Whitney was shot during a riot at the front 
entrance of the show at Rayville, La., and died 
in Vicksburg, Miss., a few days later. Hem- 
mings & Cooper bought Whitney’s interests of 
his heirs, and ran the show in 1871 and 1872, 
during both of which seasons James Balley, who 
later became the owner of the Barnum & 
Bailey Show, was their advance agent. In the 
winter of 1872 Mr. Hemmings sold his interest 
to Cooper, and has since lived in retirement 
in Philadelphia. 

Mr. Hemmings can talk by the hour of his 
experience in the show business, and it is quite 
interesting to hear him tell his reminiscences. 
Mr. Hemming’s wife was also a performer, be- 
ing considered in her day one of the most 
beautiful and graceful equestriennes before the 
public. Besides his scrap-book , Mr. Hemmings 
has in his home in Philadelphia many sou- 
venirs and mementoes of his career, first as 
equestrian and acrobat, and later as circus own- 
er and manager. 


FAIR NOTES.

THE MILLER BROS.’ 101 RANCH 
WILD WEST IN SEDALIA, MO. 


It had been announced 
the day before that the 101 would arrive here 
at 6 o'clock a. m., the following morning. Long 
before that hour, a great crowd had gathered in 
the railroad yards to see the big show unload. 
A few minutes before six a long whistle was 
heard and then the two long trains, bearing 
the famous 101 Ranch Wild West, pulled in. 
They proceeded to unload at once, and it wasn’t 
but a short time until they were all on the lot 
and set up. 

Going down a grade on 
lot, the wagon ran up on 
ox team and tore one hoof 
badly injured the other.

At one o'clock in the afternoon, the opening 
time, a large crowd was gathered at the lot 


waiting to get in. At 2:30 the big show started, 
and from then until 4 not a person breathed, so 
thrilling and daring were the different acts. 
The horses and riders were both greatly handi 
capped on account of the ground being so soft, 
it having rained nearly all morning, and not 
until late in the afternoon did it clear off. Two 
horses fell during the afternoon performance, 
but. luckily, the riders escaped uninjured.

S far as the unfavorable climatic con-
